Robin- 
son, M, P. P., U. Nelseo, and George Bent 
started for New Westminster by canoe. 

Weather bright and cold since yesterday ; 
the river is filling rapidly with ice siuce 
morning. : 

O'Hamet (7?) Dec. 15—Two distinct shocks 
of earthquake were felt bere last night ; 
the first and strongest one commenced 
at 9:45, and continued tor about 25 seconds. 
preceded by a loud rumbling noise like the 
passing of a heavy wagon. The second one 
was slighbter and only lasted about five 
seconds; this last one was accompanied by 
four or five loud explosions ia the mountains 
round here. The shocks threw down‘several 
cattle and scared all the animals round. 
The Indians left their houses and took to 
their canoes for safety. The direction of the 
shocks. appeared to be from northeast to 
southwest. 

Cuiinten, Dec. 15—A shock of earthquake 
was felt bere at about 9:40, p..m., yesterday. 
The shock was so heavy as to waken persons 
who were asleep, aod persons who were 
standing ‘were staggered almost off their feet. 
The vibrations lasted about 45 seconds. At 
the lower end of town the ground is cracked 
for some distance, It occagioned consider 
able excitement.and some alarm. -During 
the afternoon previous to the shock the wires 
at times were so affected by magnetic cur- 
rents as to render them useless. 

Thermometer last night 22° helow zero. 
Weather to-day clear and calm but very cold 

Maregui, Dec. 15—Two distinct shocks of 
earthquake were felt bere last night. The 
first, which occurred at 9:45 was very severe, 
causing the houses to shake violently, and 
lasted for dbout 30 seconds. The vibrations 
were north and south, The second shock 
was less severe and lasted about five seconds, 
and was succeeded by a loud rumbling noise.

Revolution in Telegraphy. 


MESSAGES SEN? AND RECBIVED OVER THE SAME 
WIRE AND AT THE SAME MOMEXT. 


New ioventions are brought before the pub- 
lie day after day, bit the latest and most 
remarkable and practical invention was shown 
to us yesterday by Mr. Toye in full operation 
in the office of the Montreal Telegraph Com. 
pany; ia this city. Tt has often been asked 
whether trlegraph messages could be tranr- 
mitted and received on the same wire at the 
same moment, and bas often been said to be 
au utter impossibility. The difficulty has at 
last been overcome by an ingenious American 
operator, named J. B. Stearns, of Boston, who 
has by several years of study and persever- 
ance succeeded in overcoming what has 
hitherto been supposed to.be an impossibility. 
The instrument has just been brought into 
use on the telegraph lines lo the United 
States and its practicability tested and praved 
satisfactorily. The president and superin- 
tendents of the Montreal Telegraph Company 
having become convinced of i:s great utility 
at once ordered a set of the instruments, anv 
now bave them at work io their offices in 
Montreal and Toronto, The instrument cao~ 
not be universally used, as it can ovly be 
worked on through linés on which there is no 
local business, such as for instance between 
Montreal and Toronto, Toronto and Chicago, 
Chicago and New York, and so on. The use 
of this invention increases the facilities ot 
the Montreal Company twofold; for instance, 
if the company now hadAhree or four through 
lines betweew Toronto and Montreal, by the 
use of these instrumeuts they would have 
double the facility, or an equivalent to six or 
eight hoes. The instrument bas now been 
in use in the Montreal Teiegraph o.’s office 
for two or three days and has performed its 
work in a most satisfactory manner. There 
are two instruments attached to a single wire 
and worked by two opérators, a sender and 
receiver; the two being able to send asd 
receive at-thesame time, by the same wire 
This is brought 
about by the addition to the other instru- 
meats éfa peculiar one called & ‘‘rbeostat,”’ 
containing a large number of coils of fine in- 
gulated wire. The difference between the 
new instrument and the old one is tbat on 
the latter the wire roundthe magnet coils 
only ope way ; on the new instrument the 
mageetis wound with two wires, in opposite 
direction’. “The transmitting instrament 1s 
compesed of the ordinary key and a send- 
ing sounder,” fitted with flexible springs, 
which divert the elestrieity inte the diferent 
chanoels desired, to accomplish tue double 
transmission. The jostraments are nicely 
got up, beautifully finished, andcare speci- 
mens of oxsrapstineng ingenaity- 

Is is pleasing to observe that Mr. Dwight,

more violence. 

There was a rumor in town daring the lat- 
ter part of last week, to theeffect that the 
schooner Walter Raleigh had arrivéd all 
right in QOslifornia, bat we were suable'to 
ascertain how the report originated, ar to 
trace any Confirmation of it; she fs undowbs-~ 
edly lost.
